When we say 
competition is the life of trade and 
is essential to the public and business 
welfare and on the other side we 
say that it shall not be unfair, it is 
certainly due to the business of the 
country that we lay down rules for, 
competition and say what unfair com- 
petition shall be.” 

The Senator said he agreed with 
the President that the element of un- 
certainty in the business world should 
be removed, but would not agree that 
the passage of this bill with the unfair 
competition undefined would accom- 
plish that end.

that qven to sign a saloonkeeper’s 
application for a license subjects one 
to expulsion from church member- 
ship. . This is a far ery from the 
day when eminent churchmen derived 
their wealth from the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicants. And the tide 
of thé times is still setting strongly 
in the direction of dissociating the 
church from all that smacks of so- 
cial or civic or economic ill. Thus, 
some churches will not permit men 
to remain in their membership who 
own properties used for immoral pur- 
Poses; and the day is not for distant 
when a Christian will be publicly dix- 
honored, if not actually unchurched, 
if he is allied with corporations which 
do injustice to their employees or 
which, have corrupt dealings with 
publiq officials.. Even membership in 
a political party which is proved guilty 
of criminal alliances will one day be 
impossible to the Christian.

Many Millions Are Expected to Be 
Needed Judging by the Harvest 
Loans That Were Specially Made 
by the Banks Last Year by Direc- 
tion of Secretary Mea doo. 


Washington Star: Millions of 
dollars’ worth of paper money of a 
new ty will be put into circulation 
upon the establishment of the Fed 
eral reserve bank within the next few 
weeks. 

Under the Federal reserve bank act 
each of the twelve Federal reserve 
banks will receive advances from the 
Federal Reserve Board in the form 
of Federal reserve notes, a distinctly 
new sort of paper money. Commer- 
cial paper will be the collateral ad- 
vanced by the various banks as secu- 
rity for these notes. 

Controller of the Currency Williams 
has samples of this new paper money 
now under consideration. At his re- 
quest, Joseph E. Ralph, director of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, prepared notes of $5, $10, $20. $50 
and $100 denominations and these 
have been submitted to Secretary Me- 
Adoo. It is not likely, however, that 
the samples will be officially accepted 
until the members of the Federal Re- 
serve Board have been confirmed by 
the Senate and can confer with Secre- 
tary McAdoo and Controller 3 


concerning the new notes. | 

At present no official of the Treas- 
ury Department is able to make any 
estimate of the amount of Federal re- 
serve notes which will probably be 
put into circulation this year. Federal 
reserve banks are require. under the 
new law, to keep gold reserves of not 
less than 40 per cent. against Federal 
reserve notes in actual circulation. 
The amount of these notes required 
by the Federal reserve banks will de- 
pend largely on the amount of money 
required by member banks for the re- 
discounting of commercial paper. 

Last year at harvest time Secretary 


and South to borrow money on com- 
mercial paper and about $37,000,000 
was loaned. The immediate demand 
for Federal reserve notes will prob- 
ably be far in excess of that sum, as 
the harvest loans were limited to the 
farming sections, while the entire 
United States will draw on the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board for money to ro- 
discount agricultural, industrial and 
commercial paper. The money for 
harvest emergencies was limited to 
twenty-eight States and none of it 
went to New York and New England.

gallons. Water connections are being 
made as rapidly as possible and when 
completed it is estimated that the city 
will have an income from this source 
fof $283 per month. :

Two agencies work for the vitiat- 
8 the murder statutes in the 
United States; lavish use of money and 
unhealthy sentimentality. Both were 
employed to save from the extreme 
penalty the young millionaire whose 
case is the most disgraceful in recent 
criminal annals. Even when juries 
have sufficient backbone to do their 
duty tremendous efforts are made to 
inflhence those in executive authority 
to yield to the demands of sentimen- 
talfttY. The Governor of Connecticut 
is just now deluged with petitions to 
exeprise executive clemency in a case 
of which most of the petitioners have 
only the haziest knowledge. Such 
m ling, such an attempt by off- 
hand critics to nullify the processes of 
law, is one of the unwholesome in- 
fluences which tends to make Amer- 
ican, criminal procedure, especially in 
murder cases, ineffective. It can be 
offset only by firmness and devotion to 
duty, qualities usually possessed by a 
British Home Secretary, but too often 
not -posseased by those who have he

John Birmingham, representing the

usiness men of San Jose, who pro- 
test that they are discriminated 
against in the order of the Commerce 
commission, which took them out of 
the terminal class of shipping points, 
testified that if the discrimination con- 
tinued San Jose would losd its manu- 
factories.

Testimony began today with the in- 
troduction of evidence by A. E. Alex- 
ender, representing San Jose and 
Santa Clara, that those cities are truly 
terminal points, and do compete for 
business with other terminal points 
allowed the special low terminal rate. 

HISTORY OF CASE. 


The argument first began when 
Santa Rosa, which has never enjoyed 
a terminal rate, convinced the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission that San- 
ta San Jose and Marysville, 
which did have terminal rates, were 
no more true terminals, and 80 no 
more entitled to terminal rates than 
Santa which suffered cor- 
respondingly by the discrimination: 

“Very well,” said the railroads in 
substance, “if such is the case, we 
will equalize matters by leaving Santa 
Rosas rate what it has always been 
and taking terminal privileges away 
from the other three points.“ 

“If we are not true terminals for 


three losers, “then we know 182 other 
cities of California that are not either, 
although they have terminal rates. If 
we are to lose ours, they lose theirs.” 

At that point such important centers 
of distribution as Stockton, Sacra- 
mento and many others became acute- 
ly interested. Only San Diego, Los 
Angeles Harbor, Oakland and San 
Francisco were admitted by the pro- 
testing cities to be natural terminals. 

So the 182 cities in danger of losing 
their terminal privileges and the four- 
teen railroads serving them are mak- 
ing common cause. The argument of 
the railroads is that if terminal rates 
are to be allowed to none but sea- 
ports, which are natural centers of dis- 
tribution, much of the goods dis- 
tributed from those seaports will be 
carried by water as soon as the 
Panama Canal opens. . 

Points which had lost their terminal 
rates would supply themselves not di- 
rectiy by rail, as they now do, but 
indirectly from the seaboard. In oth- 
er words, the railroads argue that the 
withdrawal of terminal rates from 182 
cities of California would mean that 
they. the railroads, would lose the
